The move to invoke 
the cloture rule came after two days 
bad been consumed in speech-making 
without action on the second foreign 
relations committee reservation deal- 
ing with Article 10 of the League of 
Nations covenant, which technically 
was before the senate for action. 


The first petition for the cloture was 


circulated by the democratic leaders 
and they were followed by the

reservations! group of the republicans 
which resulted in the preparation of 
two petitions. As a further aid tow- 
ard forcing action on, the reservations,

agreed upon, starting tonight. 


Under the cloture rule, no 
senator 


could speak more than one hour until 
a vote on ratification, had been reached.

in 


March, 1317. after the armed neutral- 
ity bill had been killed in the closing 
hours of the previous session by a fili- 
buster, which provoked President Wil- 
son to refer in sa speech to the "little 
group of wilful men" blocking senate 
action. The rule has never been In- 
voked. A petition was started to en- 
force tbe cloture but before it reached 
a vote the opposition collapsed.

Thlerry were drawn up In wheel chairs 
on the lawn of ihc hospital when the 
prince arrived. Jlc turned at onco lo 
them .and moving along the line, greet- 
ed each with1 words of sympathy and 
comradeship.

seriously wounded 


men were lodged. lie went from bod- 
side to 'bedside and Inquired as lo the 
nature of each man's injuries anvd how 
l:e had been wounded.

American dollar for thc honor during 
his visit to Red Cross headquarters.

after a careful survey of the indus- 
trial -situation In this state.
